CHANGES IN. THE FEDERAL SENATE. 


When the framers of the Constitution 
provided that the term of: Senators of the 
United States should be six years, and that 
one-third of their number should go out 
every two years, their motive was obvious, 
and was a sagaciousone. They desired and 
intended that the Senate, elected. indi- 
rectly, having a term three times as long as 
that of the popular branch of Congress, and 
retaining at all times two-thirds of its mem- 
bers who should have had at least two years’ 
experience in working in common, should be 
a body removed in a marked mianner 
from the currents of transient passion which 
might pass over the political affairs of the 
counthy, and should apply to legislation, 
the sober, mature, and independent thought 
necessary to avoid rashness and to give it 
consistency and dignity. The design of the 
authors of the Constitution has only. par- 
tially succeeded, . Forces arising from a 
national development which they could not 
foresee have proved stronger than the 
cheeks which they invented. The indi- 
rectness of the mode of election no longer 
has any special value. Senators are chosen 
with nearly, if not quite, as much imme- 
diate reference to partisan strength in the 
various States as are the members of the 
House, the selection of a Senator usually 
proving the main issue in the election of the 
State Legislature which is to elect a Sena- 
tor. , Oceasionally, men like the lamented 
Ferry, of Connecticut, or the independents, 
Boorn, of California, and Judge Davis, of 
Illinois, or men other than the caucus nomi- 
nees, suchas CAMERON, of Wisconsin, and 
CurisTianoy, of Michigan, are brought into 
the Senate in defiance of the party machin- 
ery; but these instances are hardly more 
numerous than similar dnes in the Congres- 
sional districts. For the most part, the 
choice of Senator follows the same influ- 
ences as that of a Representative. 

The provision for a Senate measurably 
continuous in its character has encountered 
less serious obstacles, and has had its effect. 
The upper house has heretofore generally 
yielded more slowly than. the lower to po- 
litieal changes, and its proceedings have 
been, on the whole, decidedly more con- 
sistent in consequence. But it would hardly 
be true to say that party feeling has been 
notably less bitter or unreasoning in the 
Senate than among the Representatives. 
It has been, perhaps, less violent in its 
forms of expression, but it has made up 
for this by being more rigid, and having 
even @ more obstinate persistence than 
in the larger body, It is a matter of history 
that the most dangerous and most reckless 
and unrelenting leaders were furnished the 
rebellion by the Senate, in which they had 
long been plotters of treason. 

At the present moment the Senate is 
about to pass from the uncertain control 
of a small Republican majority to that of 








one decidedly Democratic. The terms of 
twenty-five of ite members expire with the 
present session. Looking oyer the elec- 
tions so far held and regarding those which 
are yet to be made and the probable results 
of which are known in advance, it cannot be 
said that the Senate will be found to be any 
better exponent than it now is or than 
the next House will be, of the well- 
grounded political sentiment of . the 
people. Seven Republicans will be 
replaced by Democrats; one Demo- 
crat will give way to a Republican; in 
seventeen States there will be no political | 
change. Of the entire number, fifteen will 
be Democrats and ten will be Republicans. 
Comparing these results with the elections 
for members of the House since 1876, it is’ 
plain that the Senatorial elections do not 
tend this year to bring that. body into har- 
mony with the more stable and conservative 
tendency of political opinion, notwithstand-. 
ing the roundabout methods invented to. 
accomplish sucha result. The contrivances 
which it was fondly hoped would preserve”

LIFE INSURANCE SPATEMENTS. 

Managers of life insurance companies 
may prove their sagacity or their want of | 
it. They are preparing the annual state- 
ments for publication, and. upon the thor- 
oughviess of their work a great deal depends, 
Whether their respective exhibits remove 
or confirm the distrust from which the busi- 
ness suffers depends on the extent to which 
theytake the poliey-holders and the public 
into their confidence: A mere technical 
cénformity to the requirements of the law 
isnot enough, An ordinary balance-sheet, 
with items generalized according to cus- 
tom, conveys little of the information that 
is essential to an accurate conception of a’ 
company’s condition. The manager who has 
ugly facts to hidé will Go no more than the 
law compels him to do, If he is conscious 
of the soundness of the interests in his 
keeping, and has faith in. others’ capacity 
for discrimination, he will. do more than 
comply with legal demands ; he will volun- 
tarily furnish the specific facts which he 
would himself look for if called upon to 
jndge.of another company’s affairs. 

Without going out of its way to court 
publicity, every solvent company now has 
the opportunity of showing the groundless- 
ness of much of the prejudice from which all 
companies suffer more or less. During the 
last few months life insurance has so fre- 
quently challenged public attention that 
there is a proper desire to learn more con- 
corning it. The popular opinions are not 
favorable.” Rightly or wrongly, it is be- 
‘lieved that the business has suffered. Some 
months will elapse before the regular report 
of the Superintendent throws light upon 
this. point. Méanwhile, each company 
should avail itself of its advertised state- 
ment to tell what its own experience has 
been. What is the number of new policies 
issued last year, and what the amount of 
new premiums and new insurances? What 
were the totals—number, amount, 
premiums—on the. Ist of January, 
1878, and the 3ist ° Decemberf 
A little arithmetic will enable any 
one, with these data, to ascertain how 
many policies, and how much insurance, 
have disappeared from the books. .An ex- 
plicit statement, however, will not leave 
these particulars to be inferred. It will show 
the number and amount surrendered, and 
the consideration given the policy-holders 
in cash or commuted policies ; and it will 
also show the number and amount wholly 
_ lost by the holders. This is one of the items 
which cannot be omitted without provoking 
comment; ~The controversy excited by the 
new method of the Mutual Life has devel- 
oped the fact that under the law of this 
State no equitable rule governs the treat- 
ment of policy-holders who for any rea- 
son desiro to drop their policies. One 
company deals harshly, even unjustly ; an- 
other acts justly, perhaps liberally. The

OHIO POLITICAL METHODS, « 

The candid discussion of candidates 
which is going on in Ohio. furnishes a 
capital example of our politi¢al methods. 
In Ohio, the: Democrats are bothered by 
two opposing principles—expediency and 
personal claims. For various reasons, the 
next. Gubernatorial election in that State 
is regarded:.as likely to exert great in- 
fluence upon the Presidential canvass: of 
1880, It id not worth while now to dis- 
cuss the soundness. of this opinion. [t is. 
very generally entertained ‘by eminent 
politicians—who are supposed to know 
everything. Even President Havzs, who 
onceentreated Gen. GARFIELD toremainin the 


House, where he could better serve the Ad- 
ministration than in the Senate, is said to 
have expressed, lately, a desire that Gen. 
GaRFIELD should be the next. Republican 
candidate for Governor of Ohio. In the 
previous instance, STANLEY MaTTHREWs was 
chosen Senator, by request; and, unless 
‘the next Gubernatorial contest yields sqme- 
thing. better for the Administration than 
that, people will begin to say that. the 
weight of the Presidential office is not fa- 
vorable to the development of the highest 
political wisdom. 

Bnt nothing could be more vicious than 
the methods of the Ohio Democrats.' Bishop 
is Governor now, and he. desires to be re- 
nominated. In Ohio Democratic polities it 
seems to be a settled axiom that a man shall 
have at least two terms of office, unless he 
has done something so very bad that his re- 
election is impossible.

been able to explain. It seems to be pretty 

generally assumed that by no possibility could 

such an event ever have taken place. While it 

is. only fair to admit that members of the 
| Masonic fraternity should know more about 

these matters than any one else, in this one in- 
stance at least most of them are certainly igno- 

tant of the real facta in the case. Once, and 

once only, is it recorded that one from the 

outer world penetrated unbidden, unprepared, 

and unobserved into the temple while the 
craftsmen were at labor, and on that occasion 

the intruder was a woman. Toward the mid- 

dle of the eighteenth century, Irish Lodge No. 

44 held meetings at Doneraile House, ARTHUR, 

second Lord Doneraile,: being the Worshipful 
Master, His sister, Hon. Extzasera §Sr. 
Leger, who sfterward married Mr. ALDworTu, 
of Newmarket, in the County Cork, determined 

on a certain oceasion to discover what Free- 

masonry really was. According to one account, 
says the Masonic Cyclopedia, ‘‘she concealed 
herself in a clock;” and according to another, 

“she saw the proceedings of the lodge through 
@ crevice in the wall.” That she was madea 
Freemason is undoubted ; though when so made 
does not quite clearly appear, nor are we in- 
formed as to which degree she was advanced to. 

However, there is no denying that Mra. ALp- 

worts alone’ of her sex, during modern times, 
gained certain of the mystic signs, symbols, 

grips, and passwords, and witnessed the impos- 
ing and instructive ceremonies which we have 
reason tO suppose are performed within the 
lodge-room. 

In the earlier days of Masonry, as shown by 
some ancient manuscripts, there were “‘ Dame 
Masons” as well as. ‘‘Master Masons.” The 
“ Apprentice” is charged in one manuscript 
that he “shall not steal or pick away his 
master’s or dame’s goods,” and in another 
manuscript that ‘‘ he shall not disclose his mas- 
ter’s or dame’s counsel or secrets,”. whence it 
may be inferred that at one time the widows of 
Masons were permitted to carry on work under 
the guild, and in that case the apprentice would 
serve out histime. ‘It may be,” adds the 
editor of the work on Masonic history to which 
we ate indebted for this information, “ that 
this rule was even enlarged so as to admit the 
widows and daugh of Masons,” a sapposi- 
tion which may suggest misgivings about 
the secrets imparted to those who knew any- 
thing about the order. Formerly, both in 
France and Germany, there existed—and now 
exists in the United States—systems by which 
women could be made acquainted with 
certain signs and» mysteries, thus en- 
abling them to make themselves known to 
members of the craft. Concerning the German 
““Mopses” a good deal of doubt prevails, inas- 
much as itis even a moot point whether the 
word ‘‘mops” signifies “the wife of a Free- 
mason,” or a ‘‘ Dutch mastiff or pug dog”—or 
both. At any. rate, nothing: has been 
seen of the ‘‘mopses” for over a hundred and 
fifty years.. In France ‘‘ Magonnerie d’adop- 
tion” flourished during a considerable part of 
theeighteenth, and’ was revived in the early 
years of the nineteenth, century. Between 
about 1740 and 1760 the French nation 
boasted of many, what some Englishmen are 
pleased to call, \‘‘ Androgynous” orders of Free- 
masonry. Among these were “L’Ordre de 
la Félicité, ou les Pélicitaires,” “ L’Ordre 
des Ohevaliers et Chevaliéires de l'Anere,” 
“L’Ordre des Chevaliers et; Nymphes de la 
Rose,” “L'Ordre des Dames Ecossaises de 
VY Hospice du Monthaba,” and * L’Ordre de la 
Perséverante,” Later on, that is for fifteen 
or twenty years before the outbreak of the
